Madrid, Juno 2.— Tho Queen Regent 
to-day opened the cortes -wljh th« usual 
ceremony, and in the speech from. . the 
throne announced that the Marianne, 
Caroline and I'alaos islands were ceded 
to Genutmy by tlio late Spiiuish cabinet. 
During the course of the siieeeh Tier 
Majesty said; 

•' At the opening ol tne cortes all the 
sorrows which have wrenched our hearts, 
through tin.' disasters which have visited 
our eimutr.v, are re-a wakeiu'd. We must 
preserve sadness in order to derive ex- 
perience' tberefr'oni, but tlu.' woes of <iiir 
counlr.v art? of such nature that retieeiice 
ami silence avail better than coniplaiiits. 
When iieaee with the .'iiited Slates was 
concluiled, parlianu'iitaiy troubles caused 
a. eliange of cabinet, and the present 
eabinet was formed. I'nder the coiisti- 
tiltioii it bidonged to nic to ratify tlie 
treaty liy laying it liel'ore the chamber. 
There reiiiaiiieil under our control the 
Carcdiiies, I'alaos and most of the Mari- 
anne islands. But the I'ormer cabinet 
bi'lieved it useless for Siiaiu to retain 
such minor appendages of (Mir tuii'ieiit 
eiii|iire, juid signed wth the Clerinaii hhii- 
jieror a convention offering to (.'ede these 
territories under the Jaw, which will be 
subniitted iiiiiiuMliately to the chamber.

SUING FOB KISCIPROOITY. 

British Islands Off Southeastern Coast 
All Looking to Washington. 

New York, Juno 2.— Included in the 
passengers by the steamer Britannic, 
which arrived here to-day, were Sir 
Oavendish Bolye, K. O. M. G., and Sh: 
R. T. and Dady Musgrave. Sir Caven- 
<Ush Koyle, who is government secre- 
tary of JSritisli Guiana, comes to tins 
couniry to assist Reginald Tower, charge 
d'affaires of the British embassy at 
Wa.shiiigton, in negotiating a reciprocity 
tii aty with Oommissioncr Kasspn, cover- 
ing British Guiana. Before leaving 
lioadon Sir tJavendish Boyle conferred 
with the colonial office authorities regard- 
ing the affairs of his colony. Mr. Tower 
will endeavor to secure a aimUar meas- 
ure cofrering Barbadoes, apart from one 
» the interest of Jamaica now under 
' discussion. 

Washington, June 2.— The British 
aaitliorities are at a loss to account for 
till' tariff commisaion from Jamaica 
which will start for Washington within 
the next two weeks. No word has been 
received from the Loudon foroi^'u ollice, 
although this 'may come at any time, 
fa the meantime the status of the Jamai- 
can ('onimiKsioii is somewhat in doubt, as 
tlie g()vernnieiit ollicials here are not in 
the habit of recognizing colonial oUicers 
unless they come to speak with the autli- 
ority of the home government. The 
sUitc department has received some tele- 
grama from Kingston, but these have 
aot ■ disclosed the authority of tlie com- 
mission. 

The reciprocity delegation from 
Jamaic.'V sails for the United States on 
Tuesday. The scope of the commission 
is restrict(>d to repix'sentiiig Jamaica's 
position niid socuriiiK Ihe best possible 
teiTns.

He started last Monday with n>n 
specials from Bainsville, this side of 
T^anca.ster, from which place reports 
bad been telegraphcMl that fifty strike-s 
had decided to run things lo their own 
liking. All his men were- well ecpiipiied 
with revolvers, :is it was known tin- 
strikers were thoroughly armed and bad 
decided to resist. On arriving on their 
special car at Bainsville the Detect i 'e 
and constables were assailed by a hail 
of stones, breaking the greater part of 
the car windows. Gaudry received one 
of the projectiles on bis shoulder, and 
constable Beauprie was seriously injur- 
ed under the eye. The police, in the face 
of the aggression' immediately fired 
their revolvers. This liad the elTect of 
disbanding the mob of strikers. They 
went away, promising to return and set 
fire to tile" car and make a holocaust of 
the detectives and the police. In face 
of these assertions the police, finding no 
help in the place, bad to drop tlie mat- 
ter until they returned with reinforce- 
ments. The" trouble, liowever, did not 
grow serious.

Casimir mainlained the same stolid 
iiidinercnce on the scaffold he had shown 
since his arrest and which Was so no- 
ticeable during his trial. Before being 
led oiit to e.>;eeiiiion, he said, in answer 
to a <inesli(Mi: "l uni n6 Bqiiaw," iiid 
would "die like a man." 

Before the black cap was adjusted he 
shook hands warnilv with the execu-iin- 
er and turning to those assembled in the 
gaol yard said: •■( !entlcnien. 1 hid you 
all good-bye." 

The cap .and noose were then quic'-cly 
adjusted and .snapping back the hang- 
man pulled the lever and Casimir drop-

In 
recent years bo had been frequently in 
Ixaiiiloops gaol, and only two months be- 
fore the murder was released from a 
short term in the chain gang for being 
drunk. 

I'hilip Walker, the niurderiMl man, 
who was about years of age, was a 
Canailian, married, liut with no children, 
lie had been ranching up the North 
river, bill bad recently moved to ICam- 
loops, and was employed driving a team 
for ('auKMon & Alilton. His widow is 
the eldest ilaiigliter of John T. Edwards, 
one of the best kimwu settlers in Kam- 
loops district. Walker was a very 
iiuict, inoffensive man. 

The Indian could have had no possible 
motive for the crime save thirst for a 
while man's blood. The affair naturally 
created great excitement in town, and 
tliere was no lack of offers to go after 
the murderer.

DiaVELOPMBNT OF THE ISLAND. 

The representntlTea of the Vancouver 
Island constitueociDa In the local legis- 
Inturc owe it to thomselvos and thoir 
cocstituents to unite in tlio inimgurii- 
lion of a policy for the dovolopinont of 
the Island. We iniike no sectional ap- 
peal to tiiora. We do not asl: them to 
diarcsard their duty i.owards the greater 
British Oolumbla lying oa the Mainland. 
It is their duty to do everything in their 
pow-er to advniico its progress and 
stimulate the development of its great 
rich.c9. Bat they owe a special duty t u 
this Island. It is unreasonable to ex- 
pect Mainland members to take the 
initiative in this regard. They will 
doubtless be found willing to further 
any •well devised project for the object 
meotloncd, but it is fitting that the 
Island members should lead the way. 

There is much talk in "Victoria about 
what can be done to promote an oxp.in- 
KioD of busiiiBfs. Transportation sclicmcs 
hare been put forward in sutlicient num- 
ber and variety to satisfy any one. Of 
itself there is a groat deal in transportii- 
tiou. It is Ji good thing to Iiandle goods 
in transit. It would I)o an excellent 
tiling to SCO Victoria booonie the entrepot 
of a lar^e forciiia conimcrco. Yet for 
permanent an<I i)roii table development, 
tvhat a city needs is a surrounding 
country tributary to it. There is on 
Vancouver Island mtich territory that 
might 1)0 made tributary to Victoria, or 
if the word tributary is not pleasing, let 
us say that might be made to contribute 
to the business of the city. 

Victoria is not alone interested in 
this. '\Vhcn the Island is peopletl as it 
tmglit to be, when its mineral and tinibor 
resources are utilizcil in a iiicasure 
something like proportionate to their 
value, vhea its many areas of fertile soil 
are occupied by people, there wDI bo 
many other centres of population hero 
than Victoria. The Times a short time 
.ngo. referring to the advocacy of tlic 
Colonist of a railway to the north oiul 
of the Island, said it woidd mean the 
building up there of a city that would 
bo a rival to Victoria, l.i t such a city 
be built, say wo, and at the earliest 
Iiossible (lay. Df'os Tordiili) (•(uniilaiii 
liocauso Montreal is being built up and 
fast attaining metropolitan importance 
in the conimcrcini world? Does Now 
York grow jealous of the ex])aii(ling liusi- 
in'ss of ItostoiiV Does Liver]), xil cry 
out because Glasgow has becorao a 
great city ? IiOt us dismiss the village 
conception of things ^vnich leads us to 
fear the rivalry of other localities. Let 
U.S pin our faitii to the Ko(«! <ilil Hrilisli 
motto: "A fair licid and no favor." 
AVhen we do tliis we will iiial;(> a new 
stride and a long one on the road to 
prosperity. If Nanaimo wore four 
limes as big n.s iit present; if there were 
a city of *J0,00() people at Albonil; if 
siiiiiewliere at the iiorlli end there were 
a jHirt with '2!>.()iM) inhal)ilants; even 
if at Ucechy Bay there should grow up 
a town of importance, Victoria w^ould 
eontiniio to llotirish. The stimulus of 
coniiH'tilion would of itself be valualile. 
Kill the luliuid witli ^ people, who arc 
cither tilling the soil or worlcing for gooil 
wages, and Victoria as a business eoni- 
manily will take care of itself, no matter 
how many rivals tliere may he in the 
lipid. Iler position as tin' capital of 
tlie province and hor une(|ualle<l advaa- 
lagos as a residential point will stanti 
, her in good stead, no matter- against 
what rivals she moy be pitted. 

The drcnd that rival towns may t)(> 
built up Is absurd. It will not prevent 
th(!iii _ from, being btiJlt up. Kivals will 
come ip to. the field.. ' What then shall wo 
do? Shall Ve' sit sull and wait until 
the rivals • come ■ and endeavor to firfit 
ihem, or shall ."we do the developing oiir- 
sflree and so control the growing bnsl'- 



ness ourselves? It is lime to be up and 
doing. Great is Kootenuy. Great is 
the" Boundary sOreck district. Great is 
Cariboo. Groat is The Fraser Valley. 
Great is Atlin. But we are not pre- 
pared to concede that Vancouver Island 
is not the i)e<'r of uny of them. AYe 
plead for a new departure, for a A'au- 
couver Island policy— not, we reijoat, in 
pppoBltlpn to a policy;, for the .devclop- 
incdt of the Mainland, f or Ve ore pre- 
pared to work witli enthusiasm for 
that, but iiH a supplement to that greater 
policy. Vancouver Island ia a maguiti 
ceati heritage. Let, us show; oursdvea^ 
sufflclently' appreclattve of It to discover 
how to utilize it to the best advantage. 
" Far awuy hill.i arc always green," but 
wo are begiuaiug to find out that those 
nearer home arc as -full oC promise na 
any.

AYhy does the Times ]R'rsist in suspect- 
ing Mr. .Fames Duusmuir of some sinis- 
ter motive iu resiR'ct to the oUcr mad« 
to the city for a ferry serviee'i Mr.

Those who have talked with him on the 
subject know lhal he has been ready at 
uuy luue duriug the past few years to 
aid the city In securing quicker and 
more frequent connection with the Main- 
laud.

sensible man ought to see that to persist- 
ently represent a man of Mr. Duns- 
muir's i>osition and business interests to 
1)0 an euemy to Victoria is not the way 
to |)roniote tliat spirit of banuony and 
co-operation so much needed if the city Is 
to take its pn>i>cr place hi the competi- 
tion fur business now so keen. Sundy 
Victoria needs the help of evorj- one who 
can help her. Surely it is the act of the 
ranhest folly iwrsistuatly to a'ntagoniKe 
any busiuess man, oven if his interests 
are not as large us those of Jlr. Duus- 
muir. Fortunately the object of the 
attacks of the Times is not liki'Iy 'o l>e 
.ifCectiMl liy tlicni, and he will doul)tli>s'< 
always bo found ready to make gotnl 
what be said in his letter withdrawing 
the ferry offer about assisting in pro- 
niiiting the welfare of A'iotoria.

The proposal to annex tlie i3ritisli AVest 
inilios to Canada is revived. It iipi)e \rs 
that those islands do a foreign tr.idc of 
$58,500,000, of which ^32,000,000 stand 
for imports. Canada gets very little of 
the trade, but if the islands formiNl a 
l)ar', of the Dominion eur im-rcliants anil 
manufacturers would get uearly all of it. 
Canada Is homuguuuUH iu her iiroducta. 
She requires large quantities of produce 
which she cannot grow. Tlie AVi'st In- 
dies would supi)ly tin'se. The tivi> S'v- 
tioiis of tlie iOmpire are civniplement 
of eacli other. .Mr. C. 11. Cahau, of 
Hulifiix. formerly a prominent member 
of the Xova Scotiii legislature, lias writ- 
ten a h'ttcr to the Montreal Star in 
this siilijeet in the course .if wliicli lie 
say)^: 

Till' eventual alisurption liv the L'liil. 
Stales iif Cuba iiinl I'orto liict. will a 
(lonljti'dly impair, if it ilues net .ilr 
gether destroy, one of the most protit- 
alile markets for cerljiin products of the 
Maritune Provinces, while at the same 
time it will severely curtail the demand 
in the United States for the staple prj 
1 1 nets of the British colonics iu the VVest 
Indies and iu SoiiUi and Central Am' 
eritfit, 

XhJs most Important event of the \aiit 
dccnde ■will revolutionize the trade rehi' 
tions of the four countries most deeply 
interested, namely, the United Statea, 
Canada, the Spanish West Indies and the 
Hritish AA'est Indies. The closer politi- 
cal and commoreial union of tlie United 
States and the Spanish West Indies ri'ii- 
ders it ahsoluloly iieeessary that all -lie 
I'.ritisli colonies of the Aniericnu eonri- 
lU'ii; — and therein I include Canada and 
.S'ewfoinidl.'ind— •Hlionld enter in to it he 
diisest po.ssilile political iind eonuiierei.il 
union, if they are to prosper by the li"- 
velnimient of llu! re.suaria's and iiidas- 
tries jieciiliar and natural to hoth. Kor 
exauiiile, ilii' chief industry of the Aliiri- 
time Provinces of Canada and the chief 
iniliisti-y of .Newfoiiadlaiid is the si>a 
fishery, and the chief market for the i>ro- 
I'.ucts of that industry is the West In- 
dies. The chief industry of the West 
Inilie.'J and of Prilish Guiuna is the cnl- 
tiviilicin of the sugar cane; ami the C-in- 
iidinn market for siigjir can Ik? in.cle 
more vaUialile to the Hritish West In- 
dies am! Hritish (Jniaaa tliaii any other 
marliet. whicli is likely to remain op.'ii 
to tlieni. 

Our agricnltural. dairy and nianufiu^ 
lured jiroducts ciu find a large and pro- 
liliihle market there; ami their sugar. 
Cocoa and fruit sales in tliis country \vill 
serve fo keep tlie rate of exelmnge (.•veil. 
.Moreover, liy entering into the close-it 
possible commercial union, neither they 
nor w<' would lose JUiy British or .'or^ 
eign nuirket that would' dthenvtso" re- 
maiu open to «b. 

Mr. Ca'/m makes n very important 
point, when he urges Hint all the Brit- 
ish possessions on the American conti- 
nent should eater into a close political 
and commercial union at the earliest pos- 
sible day.

Empire ofg^ldcll^tiey form a part, and 
there is every: reason to believe that tlie 
union could be extended with advantage 
to embrace these other regions. British 
Guiana, British Honduras, the British 
AVcst Indies, Bermuda, and Newfojud- 
laud ought all to be unitetl -with Can- 
ada. This would mean an addition to 
the area of the Dominioa of 170,li;{ 
square miles and of about 2,000,000 peo- 
ple to the populatiou. It would add 
great diversity to the products of our 
country and open many new avenues for 
euterprise.

Ilobbs vs. the E. & N. railway company. 
-Mr. Dunsmuir said: 

"Mr. lIol)bs bought the property iu- 
volveil in the suit in. 1 think, ISS'J, [niying 
^i'-O on account. The price was to be 
if'S au acre, und tlie area purchased was 
lUO acres. The land commissioner of 
the company, Mr. John Triitch, gave him 
a receipt for tlie money, reading about 
ns follows; 

'• • Received from F. B. Hobbs one 
hundred and twenty dollars on account 
of land purchased. (Here the land was 
described). 

•• * Doted . 

"'(Sgd.) .l^nlX TUI'TCII. 
" ' Land Coiuiiiissioner." 
" Triitch explained in his (■vidence that 
this was only iuteniled by him as a re- 
ceipt f(U- money, and not. for the purpose 
of making an agreenunit. He said he 
was not certain that he told Hobbs that 
the iniiieral was reserved, but it was his 
priiclice to tell every one, and he sup- 
jiosi^d he told Hobbs, but of course would 
not undertake to swear to a recollection 
uf having told hiin, as there were so 
many peoiile applying for land that he 
could not delinitely recollect his conver- 
sation with lIobbB, but he wus certain 
that he lunst have told bun. Tlie in- 
structions from my father, and after his 
tleath from me, were to sell only surface 
rights. I am'-sure. any persons who 
have bought from the company will bear 
me out in saying that Mr. Tn>tdi al- 
ways explained to tbcia thatthe mincruls 
were reserved. This rciscrvatlon was 
wi'U known to every one, fof it wus n 
matter that had been explained over aud 
over again, in the public press, in the 
legi.-ilatnre and otherwise. 

" -Mr. Hobbs went into possession aiul 
built a small cabin on the land, but 
shortly afterwards went away again- 
The terms of paynie.a were i>n<-fourth 
down !ind the balance in annua! instal- 
nieiit-j at ti |K'r cent, interest. The com- 
jiaoy si iids out a notice every yi'ar call- 
ing the attention of [lurchasers to the 
instalments and inleri'si. due. These 
were sent to Hobbs, but he juiid no at- 
tention to them. When it was reported 
that coal had been found on the land, a 
man naiiied Hodgson went to liiiu to buy 
tlu' surface rights, underst^mding that 
lli.dibs had no right to anything more, 
ilobbs offennl to sell for .'JloO. Hodgson 
ri'ported this to me, and I told him to 
buy it, saying that all we wanted was 
the mineral, and the surface was no 
good to us. llmlgson said there wtis 
j;i,()00 due on the place. 1 said that 
was the case, for only ifV20 had been 
paid, and Hodgson said he would not buy 
under these circumstances. All this 
came (Uit at the trial. 

"Sliortly after this llol:b- went to .Mr. 
.Solly, who was then land loininissioner, 
nnd olTere<l to pay up the back inst.il- 
inents. I told Sully not to take them 
beciMise they ought to hav<' been paid bi- 
fore. Uubbs came back and said he w.is 
going to law ubouL It. I told Solly to 
tell bim not to waste his money going 
to law, because we did not want the sur- 
face rights and he might have them. 
Then he paid up, giving a check for the 
back instalments and interest. TJi 'i-e- 
upuu the company made out a deed to 
him iu the same form as is used iu all 
cases of laiul sales by the company. He 
refnsed to take it. aud began the suit. 
'I'ho case was heard by the late Chief 
.liistice Davie, who ilecided against 
Hobbs' claim to the mineral. Th.-n 
Iloldis appealed to the Full court wiMi 
the same result. 1 do not recall the 
)iai ticulars of the decisicuis and am only 
giving their substance. ,\s ii is a lUMitcr 
<if great public interest I will liave 'ill

(.'•Iiiiia and her trimbles is an ouiUoss 
subject <ii' ilisc'iisslon in tlio Far E-isleLU 
press. It would -seem from mail a«lvi-"s 
just roccived tbat the diHturbances In 
the Hinterland are still causing much 
anxiety. A corrcsiiondont ■\vritiiig to the 
China Mail [mm liilong says: 

•■'riiero is greal e.xeiloiinjiil auio:i^:,-il 
the Chinese not only of the new terri- 
lory; in the whole Hinterland many 
I'limoi'M iiro afloat. Hu-ndreds of men, 
r.onio witli rifles ami swords jus-sod last 
Sunday near onr place to join the pe.v 
pie of Tai-poO, Kinithyen, etc., to lu'lp 
them drive the English out, as they say. 
luvitiitious wore sent to all the villages 
in our neighborhood from. T^i-poor and 
especially Klmthyen, renowned .for its 
rowdy inhabitants. Then, one of the 
oldest and richest clans of the three dl.-*- 
tricts— S.m on, Tung-kon and Kwei- 
chcn — are nnxlotiB to help their bretli.-i!ii 
In the new territory to wage war ag ii.-ist 
the foreigners. 'LMie Tlions cliiini to he 
(lescondanls of Suii^' Ti Tini,''s (12TS, the 
last emperor of tlie renowned Sun.i; dy- 
nasty). 'J'liis luiylity clan lias near Tai- 
innii fiiii; hat') mountain an old tomb, 
as the geoinaneers call it, a king-crab's 
gravo. Tlicy fear that tlio Knglish will 
destroy I bat gravo and tho whole popu- 
lation will lo.sc the lucky influence of 
l''eng Shui. 

One of our men, an old preacher, visit- 
ed a week a.go Tai-poo, Sa- thati-lcok, 
etc., ami triod to exhort the peopli? to be 
quiet. ITe told tlieni that Kliglanil will 
•treat thorn vei-j- kindly iiml tbat Ibey 
win i-erlainly prosper under tho IJritisli 
goveriiiiieni . Kverywberc they said: 
'What is the use of getting better way.s 
to make nioiiey. when we have lost oiir 
I'eiiir SluiiV S\'e will certainly die mit, 
so we try 111 fight and are willing 1.0 dii'. 
not cluaidy selling our lives.' In all 
fill' villages the geoiiiaiicers are iiislL- 
gatii'g the stiijiid |ieiip!e. it is feared 
that, wi' bave still more trouble in the 
future. The field-work <'aiiroi. be .lone 
on aei'ouiU of the diyness nf the weatb- 
er. The members of tbe scei-et soei:!iies 
are rising again. 

"The f~'hinese who are anxious that 
lUiietness and order may return to he 
liistiirbed country say, that tJip ILiMg- 
kcing govornmcin should make an impres- 
sive (lisplity of itH military power 
Ihreugli all the vilUagcs of tho new ter- 
ritory esiipcinlly In Kimfhyen and N.v.^ti- 
long. and «t tho same time quiet /ibe 
people by friendly proclntnations. 

"The inllnence of Chinese soldiers, 
whose leaders openly say to the excitofl 
Ohinese, "We came very reluctantly to 
bring you 10 onler, ostensibly we follow 
our order, but our hearts are ttgivlnst 
it,' is certainly 11 very doubtful one." 

A dcspateh from Peking says; "The 
rierinan minister at Peking has mndo 
a proiiDsal to the riiinese govprnment 
to the effect tb:il it the Cliincsi' pi -nrii- 
nient will allow the const riietion of 
ebiirebes by (Jerinans in lehow, (lie ("Jof- 
man soldiers will lie withdrawn from

"I'^ngland will join in the iinclertakiu',' 
Iby the Chinese government';') for Ibe 
const rucl ion of a I'aihvay betwiM'n Tien- 
tsin anil Chinaii 011 the Chinsbin line on 
the .■■.aine terms as those ailoweil lo (b'r- 
uiany for a similar ^vllrk between Tcli iw 
and f'hinkiang.

Considering the 
claims olL the l^'ilipino leaders to rank 
with the highest civilized nations this 
brutal conduct of tlic Filipinos is do:ne- 
wLiit strange. It would seem .tlmt «>no 
hoH only to scratchlthe PlUpIntt to 'fiiul 
tho savage. 

On the 17tli inst., the provost guard 
raided a bouse in Manila that turnod out 
to be a icoruiting olllce of the insurgent 
government. A colonel, hvo captains an.l 
several subordinates were captured, to- 
gether . ■with evidence 'in the shape of 
books and papers that is proof couclti^- 
ivi). The place had been under police 
survoilluuce for some time. It is said 
that one of the prisoners is tho Filipino 
general Pio del Pilar. 

Since the occupation of Manila by the 
United States forces. August 18, lSl)S, 
one hundred and forty-one vessels have 
been transferred fnini tbe hands of Eng- 
lisli, German .md Si)anish citizens, prin- 
cipally Spnnisli, to those of Amoricaus, 
(Inly registered, and are now flying llie 
American flag. This at I(;ast shows an 
iiKM'ease of conriilenco by tho business 
lieople of Manila, towards the AnierK-.in 
government. As many as twenty of 
these, having names oC once faiiMus 
Spanish generals, admirals and gover- 
nors, have Ihonght it to tlieir advantage 
to roiionih'o (he old name and fake .an 
.Vmericaii or lOiiglish name before r"g- 
istering.-- ^Manila Tiiius. .Vjiril 1.".. 

.\ iiorthern eorri'spondent of the .Vo-tb 
China Ilaily News writes: "Tile gr:uid 
eiiuucillor Kaiig Yi is said lo be greatly 
deliglued over fieiieral Tung Ku-lisi.ing's 
invention of a tieatli-doaling military 
weajioii of sueli a character as lo make it 
(lesid.'ilde lo provoke a war, so as to i'ii-_ 
able tbe .gallant General to strike terror' 
into all rebellious western barbari.ins. 
The said article is a cross betwixt a 
shovel and a spear. It is just broad 
enough to fit under the chin and sharp 
enough, so that on a charge being made 
with it. the heads of all foes patient 
enough to wait Us arrival would be neat- 
ly shaved off.. The handle of said spo ir- 
shovel is only two feet in length, so 
that, til ensure fair play, all foroi.ja 
weapons capable of reaching n longer 
distance will reqtiire to be abroviatod.
